emoving the children from their evil 
urroundings and convey they to a 
emporary shelter, in charge of a ma- 
ron, from which place they are sent 
ut to private homes into which the 
hildren are adopted The local so 
iety keeps in touch with the children 
it sends out, and the provineial visit- 
ors make yearly visits to the homes 
) wee that the children are well 
ied 

The work proceeds on two  princi- 
sles First, that it is cheaper and 
vetter to save the child than care for 
he criminal; and second, that the in- 
lividual homes or foster homes are 
nuch better places for child ‘training 
han big public instivutions, such as 
eformatories, where the children are 
erded like sheep

EARL GREY 


Tells the Boys of Trinity College wat 
Sense of Fair Play in Sports and 
Life Generally is Essential, 


Port Hope, October 23.—The speeelt 
day of 1907 will-be menivorable in the 
history of Trinity College school, and 
memorable, too, in the history of the 
boys of Canada. 

His Exeelleney the Governor Gen- 
eral, the guest of honor, was there as 
the representative of His Majesty. As 
such he had opened sessions of par- 
-aipent; @s such he had graced the 
platforms of hundreds of institutions 
in this country; as such he had sat 
at the hospitable board of scores of 
private homes; as such he stirred the 
blood to a glow of loyalty till it cours- 
ed more freely through the veins of 
those boys. and their parents, and 
the friends of the school, as he stood 
before them—but always there was 
that dividing line that must interfere 
between His Majesty's representative 
and the subject. 

Appeals to the Boys. 

But it was not Tong before Earl 
Grey took on a new form to the boys 
of Trinity College school; one that 
came close to their hearts; one in 
which he was more finite, more flesh 
of their flesh, more a part of the life 
they were living and hoped to live; 
one that gave him a peculiar right to 
hew straight to the mark and lay be- 
fore them the dangers in their path, 
the weaknesses to which they were 
prone, the ideal they should set be-

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THE HAMILTON ROAD RACE. 

Hamilton, November 1.—Por the first 
time in the history of the Hamilton 
Herald road race not a cup remains in 
Hamilton. The winner turned up in Tom 
Coley of Toronto who came within twen- 
ty seconds of the record, Fred Simpson 
a Chippewa Indian frm Peterboro fin- 
ished second and Harry Lawson of Tp- 
ronto third. Parsons, a Winnipeg man, 
was in the twelfth position when half 
the journey had been completed and he 
passed all the famous American runners 
on the run home. Walker, another Win- 
nipeg candidate, dropped out about half 
way and Martin, the third Winnipeg en- 
try did not put in an appearance at all, 

Of the twenty-seven men who started 
thirteen finished in the following order: 


Tom Coley, 1.49.07; Fred Simpson, 1.52.27 
Harry Lawson, 1.52.58; Harry Parson, 


1.53.17; Jas. T. Lee, Edward Cotter, Hil- 
ton Green, Tom Ellis, John Caffrey, Bill 
Crawford, Geo. Louth, Isaac Furry and 
Kenedy. 

The roads during the first part of the 
journey were in a very bad state but 
despite this Coley, and Adams, the Ham- 
ilton lad, ran the first three miles in 
fifteen minutes and 10 miles in 54 min- 
utes, The fast pace killed off the erack 
American runners and Lee who was an 
even money favorite was never able to 
catch the leaders, 

Coley was 4 to Lin the betting and the 
Toronto contingent cleaned up a big sum 
on him. Simpson was 5 to 1 in betting 
and Lawson was '2 to 1. The weathei 
was all that could be desired, being 
bright with a nip of frost in the air and 
the track with the exception of a couple 
of spots was in good condition for fast 
work, For the first ten miles all records 
were smashed when Adams, Coley and 
Lawson broke away from the bunch, Af- 
ter passing the ten mile post, some others 
came up among whom was Simpson who 
ran very fast for the remainder of the 
distance, 

Of the events in the

realm of foot 
none is more classic than the Ter- 
ald’s race avound Burlington Bay every 
Thanksgiving Day. It dates back fur- 
ther than any other long-distance race 
on the continent, having been instituted 
in 18M, three years before the famous 
Boston race was first run, 

When the Herald instituted the race 
distance running was a new game in 
Canada ,and not until Sherring’s vie- 
tory at Athens did it become popular. 
Since then every city and town in Can- 
ada has its aanual road race, but the 
Herald race is recognized as the greatest 
of them all, A look at the number of 
champions it has developed is convine- 
ing. Jack Caffery, twice winner of the 
Boston Marathon race; Dennis Barrett 
winner of the Chicago Marathon race; 
Tom Longboat, the greatest amateur in 
training to-day, and Will Sherring whose 
name is well-known vo every Canadian, 
and the athletic world in general, all re- 
ceived their training in the great event. 
This is a record to be proud of, and the 
Herald is striving to make the event 
more famous from year to year, 

It was this year as usual on Thanks- 
giving Day, starting at nine o’cloek in 
the morning from the Herald office, and 
was around Burlington Bay, «a distance 
of 19 miles, 168 yards, according to the 
figures of the government engineer who 
surveyed the course, 

The course was from the Herald office 
to James street, down James to Barton, 
down Barton to the Jockey Club, where 
the runners turhed north, following the 
turnpike to Fitch’s hotel, then across the 
beach to the canal over the Radial switeh 
bridge to the Brant House, along the side 
road to the Plains road, and past Hen- 
drie’s farm and the Valley Inn, thence 
up hill, over the high level bridge, 
the cemetery, down York street to Mac- 
nab, up Macnab to King, down King and 
finish at the Herald ofuce. 

When Billy Marshall won the first 
race, nearly 13 years ago, Hamiltonians 
could not realize that it was possible for 
a human being to make such time 2.14. 
The next year, however, Woods lowePe 
the time fuur minutes, and it was. cut 
down each ‘year until 1904, when Sammy 
Mellor of Yonkers, N.Y., established a 
mark that has not since been equalled, 
although Tom Longboat gave it a good 
shaking last year. Mellor’s time for the 
distance was one hour 48 minutes and 43 
seconds =
